him to that office. He was also fifth 
vice president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 


Mr. Hayes 
was born in Ireland 


and came to this country at the age 
of seven years with his parents, the 
family locating in Zanesville. - He 
spent the early years of his life in 
that city. 
In his later :;ears after 


becoming prominent in labor circles, 
tie attracted wide attention especial- 
ly in his efforts to benefit conditions 
of worldngmen. He was one' of the 
first men in the 
country to urge 


legislation restricting 
child 
labor. 


He was led to take this stand by his 
experiences with child workers in 
the New Jersey glass factories. 


Although not a resident of this 


city for years. Mr. Hayes always re- 
tained a deep interest in Newark and 
its affairs.
